I learn that there 
wasa bill introduced in the senate to-day to 
amend our code so as to make it conform to the 
United States statutes on the subject of presiden- 
tial elections, but of course it cannot apply to 
this instance. As you see by the law 
I acted in p:rfect obedience to the direction 
of the code. (The governor here read the law of 
‘the state ov’ the subject.) How should I act? 
Should I follow such a plain dictation of the 


ede of the state, or should I, even if Ihad known 


the statute of the United States, have obeyed that’ 
I see that precedent has lain the rule by which 
I acted in this case’ In 1876 the 
electors were called to meet under 
exactly the same law, and =in_ that 
criticai year there was no difficulty, because the 
first Wednesday came after the first Monday. But 
the code, and not the governor, is responsible for 
this discrepancy. As the matter stands, it makes 
no practical difference; but if it did, how should 
I have acted? 

Reporter—Do you think Georgia will luse her 
electoral vote? . 

Governor Colquitt—No; I do not 
think 80. I do not think any 
question will be made on it. The electors will 
meet here next week, and on Wednesday they 
will cast their votes for president and vice-presi- 
dent of the United States. Those votes will be 
sent on to Washington and they will be counted, 
I think. 

Reporter—Was there not a difficulty of this 
kind in 1860? 

Governor Colquitt—No sir; the code provides 
that in a cae where the elec- 
tors on any ticket fail to 
receive a majority, the legislature shall elect 
from them those persons who shall cast the vote 
of the state. In 1860 there were Bell, Brecken- 
ridge and Douzlas tickets in Georgia. None of

The first witness called was J. T. Willing- 
ham. He testified as follows in reply to 
questions concerning the original manu- 
script of the statement made and sworn to 
by Jolly in jail: 

I got the paper from the DeKalb 
News, as they could not publish 
itat once. It was the original copy made 
atthe jail. I left it at Tue ConsTITUTION 
office for publication. 

J. A. Carter, sworn, testified: My name 
is Josiah A, Carter. .I'ama reporter on THE 
ATLANTA ConsTitTuTIoN, I have been with 
the paper. for nearly four months. I am 
familiar with the workings of the 
oftice, know what disposition is made of 
manuscripts sent to the office for publica- 
tion. They goto the editorial room first 
and then to the composition room to be set 
up. We havea regular proof reader. He 
reads aloud while another person holds the 
copy to see that it is word for word like the 
original, Manuscripts are not preserved un- 
less itis requested. I made inquiries for 
the copy of the Jolly statement. I ceuld 
not find it; The old colored man who stays 
about the office sweeps up the paper and 
disposes of it. I am satisfied the paper can- 
not be had. 

Here the copy of Tue ConsTITUTION con- 
taining the statement of Jolly was put in 
evidence by the state. 

L. J. Winn testified: I am a practicing 
lawyer. I was present at the preliminary 
trial of Weaver. I heard Jolly’s evidence, 
The evidence was taken down. Several 
persons took itdown. To my best recol- 
lection it was notread over to Jolly. I 
don’t think it was signed by Jolly. 

J. RK. Russell testified: I was present 
part of the time at the Weaver 
"rial. I have no_ recollection of 
the copy of the eyidence being left in my 
possession. . 

Thomas H. Fincher was called to the 
stand, but as the prosecution had shown 
that the original copy of Jolly’s confession 
could not be found, his evidence of the day 
before was restored, and that obviated the 
necessity of his testifying again. 

Seaborn Weaver, the young man to whom 
Victoria Norris was engaged to be married, 
was the next witness called. He testified 


as follows: My namé is Seaborn Weaver. I 
live in DeKalb county. I knew Victoria 
Norris; kuew her more than a year; she 
lived with James Jolly; I don’t know how 
old shc was; she was grown; I went to see. 


ing. He told me then that he 
ut her in the wagon when she 
roke her neck and carried her back. He 
said he dragged her part of the way and 
buried her hurriedly. 
H. C, Jones testified: My name is H. C. 
Jones. Iam an attorneyin thiscounty. I 
knew Miss Norris; have known her since 
1865. lam the administrator of her father's 
estate. Her father died in 1872 or 1873 
At the time of her disappearance she lived 
with James Jolly. I have never bought 
any property for Victoria Norris. I gave 
her and Mrs. Veal the money to buy the 
trunks. I purchased some shoes for Victo- 
ria Norris. They were cloth gaiters. The 
shoes found onthe skeleton looked like 
them. I have funds belonging to Victoria 
Norris. 
W.R. Hurst testified: I was one of the 
justices who held the preliminary trial of 
Weaver. I was the preliminary justice. 
Jolly was sworn. His testimony was writ- 
ten down. I did not get possession of it. I 
don’t know where it is. did not return it 
to the clerk of the superior court. We cau- 
tioned Jolly not to criminate himself. He 
would break down in his testimony 
whenever he started to speak ot! 
what happened at the branch. He asked 
that the room becleared. It was done. 
Jolly leaned his head on the table and 
wept. He asked for mercy. He had no 
counsel, 
Cross-examined: Mr. L. J. Winn tbreat- 
ened to have him put on bread and water if 
he refused to testify. 
J. W. Kirkpatrick, an associate justice, 
testified to substantially the same 
thing as Dr. Hurst, with the exception 
of the threat made by Mr. Winn. 
Thomas J. Jackson and J. H. Kimpbrell, 
also justices at the preliminary trial of 
Weaver, testified concerning the taking 
down of the testimony. 
W. A. Jackson testified to living on the 
place where Jolly formerly resided, and to 
the finding of locks and trunk-irons in a 
brush-beap. 
Mrs. J. M. Bagwell testified to seeing Jolly 
pass her house with a trunk on his wagon 
soon after Victoria Norris disappeared. He 
was going toward Clarkston with it. 
Mr. H. V. Bayne testified: I am the or- 
dinary of DeKalbcounty. I went down to 
see the skeleton; Captain Hunter, Jolly 
and myself went. Thepsheriff asked me 
go. Had a conversation 
with Jolly as we went 
on. He said he was sure he could tell where 
the grave was. Jolly pointed out where 
the body was buried. He told me that when 
he got tothe branch with Victoria Norris 
the horse stupped. He went back. He left 
Vicand Weaver sitting on a log. When he 
got back the girl was dead in the road. 
Weaver said: ‘Jim, I have killed Vic.” I 
never asked Jolly any questions about it; J 
felt a delicacy in doing so.

J. H. Hilton, Jolly’s nearest neighbor, 
testified to seeing him burn the brush heap 
where the trunk was said to have been 
burned, 
With that testimony the state rested its 
case. The prisoner retired with bis counsel 
for consultation, and returning announced 
that the defense would introduce no testi- 
mony. Jolly did not make any statement, 
and Colonel Candler opened the argument.

The life of the incom- 
ing president wil! not be all couleur de rose, 
An unfortunate misunderstanding has for 
nearly four years separated him from his 
wife, who is pot merely a beautiful woman, 
but unusually bright, intelligent and’ well 
educated. No lady in this republic is better 
titted tu grace the national palace than Mrs. 
Gonzales. Strong hopes are entertained that 
this domestic difficulty may be amicably 
settled. 

“The American minister, Judge Morgan, 
returned from Orizaba night befor® last. 
His reception in that little city was flatter- 
ing and agreeable. Governor Teran, 
accompanied by his civil and mili- 
tary staff, called on Judge and Mrs. Mor- 
gan. A few hours after this ceremonious 
visit a committee of citizens waited on the 
representative of the United States and 
tendered hima banquet and ball. Judge 
Morgan politely declined these proffered 
civilities, stating that he had simply gone 
to Orizaba to rest and recruit, because he 
was slightly indisposed. Subsequently 
Governor Teran, having heard that Judge 
and Mrs. Morgan intended 
hacienda and other objects of interest in the 
vicinity of Urizaba, sent them an armed es- 
cort—five soldiers—who accompanied them 
in ail their walks and drives during tneir 
entire sojourn in that district. The night 
prior to their departure they were honored 
by a serenade.’’

Captain Eads has arrived at the capital‘ 
and intends to ask for a subsidy to build his 
contemplated ship canal acroas the isthmus 
of Tehuantepec. The government is less 
interested in canals than in railroads, nor 
do the people seem to realize the 
direct advantages of the pro- 
posed canai, and subsidies are 
of question. Railway excitement will con- 
tinue while Americans furnish the money. 
The crisis will come when the compa- 
nies call upon the government for subsidies, 
Congress yas passed an act granting premi- 
ums upon ships built of Mexican materials.

The Simcoe 
left Chicago on the 18th instant, with a 
argo of nineteen thousand bushels of corn 
nd general freight.

WasHINGTON, December 1.—The summa- 
ry of operations of the patent office during 
the last fiscal year, prepared by Com- 
missioner Marble, for the forthcoming re- 
port of the secretary of the interior shows 
that in twelve months, ended June 30,1880, 
the office received 20,990 appli- 
cations for patents and granted 
12,584, besides 496 reissues and 
569 pateuts for designs. The receipts of 
the patent office from fees of various kinds 
aggregated $730,547, and the total expenses 
were $538,926, showing a net revenue to the 
government of $191,621. 


The annual report of secretary of the 
interior was made public to-day. In sub- 
mitting this his last annual report tothe 
president, Secretary Schurz gives a review, 
not only of operations of the past year, but 
of the four years of his administration. A 
large part of the report is devoted to Indian 
affairs. In his opening chapter upon tke 
subject, the secretary gives explanation of 
an important change which has taken place 
with regard to the reservation system. He 
says that although at first accepting as he 
found it the reservation policy which has 
so long been followed by the Indiau office, a 
more extensive examination and study of 
the matter gradually convinced him that it 
was a mistaken policy; that it would 
be vastly better for the Indians 
and more in accordance with 
justice, as well as wise expediencey, to 
respect their home atiachments and to 
leave them upon the land they occupied, 
provided such lands were capable of yield- 
ing them sustenance by agrieultural or pas- 
toral pursuits, and to begin and follow up 
the practice of introducing among them 
the habits and occupations of civilized life 
on the ground they inhabit. In view ofthe 
fact also that the maintenance of the 
system of large reservations against the 
pressure of white immigration, and set- 
tlement would in course of:time become 
impracticable, a different policy has been 
followed, having for its object the settlement 


of Indians upon the lands in severalty; 
disposa! for their benefit of their lands not 
required for this purpose, and gradually to 
prepare a way for their final incorporation 
into _—itthe got! poli ie, as in- 
dependent and self-relying men invested 
with all the rights which other inhabitants 
of the country The results already 
accomplished in pufsuanceof this policy 
andthe promising outlook in the same 
direction, is describedin general] t-rms and 
illustrated by specific accounts of the} ro- 
gress made by individual tribes. The sec- 
retary does not make &any recommendation 
of importance ir regard to the land grants 
to. railroads, but recapitulates their last 
annual report, and states that as a result 
of the investigations made by the govern- 
ment auditor, that their property is in good 
condition, that their earnings have largely 
increased, and that although rates both for 
freight and passengers have been reduced, 
it is believed that there will be, with the 
filling up of the country west of Missouri, 
remunerative business enough for each one 
of them.

The Hog Keceipts. 

CuicaGo, December 1.—The receipts of 
hogs at Chicago during November were 
1,110,000 head, a larger number than were 
ever received 1p One month at any market.

A Question of Morals. 
Paris December 1.—Madame Montiford, 
a well known writer, has been sentenced by 
default to six months’ imprisonment and 
five hundred francs fine for offenses against 
the public morals, : 


Cross-examined: It was on the second 
Sunday in July, 1877. -I remember it be- 
cause it was the last time I ever saw her. I 
told several that I was there on that day. 
I don’t know who I told first. It had been 
in my mind ever since I was there. 
I was not a witness in 
the trial of W. P. Weaver. 
He is my uncle. The church we* went to is 
Rehobeth church; it is not far from Jolly’s 
house; we walked over there; I forget who 
preached; someone preached; I don’t re- 
member the day of the month; it was in 
July, 1877. I had told herI would be back 
the next Sunday; I always told her when I 
was coming. | went into the house the day 
Jolly told me she was gone; I mailed the 
etters at Stone Mountain. She was in good 
health; weighed about 175 pounds. I think 
she was about twenty yearsold. She worked 
for Jolly in the field. 

Mrs. L. A. Veal testified: My name is L. 
A. Veal. Victoria Norris was my sister. 
She was seventeen years old at the time she 
disappeared, She was six feet, one and 
three-fourth inches high. 1 have two other 
sisters. One lives three miles from Stone 
Mountain; the other lives with 
me. My sister Victoria lived 
at JamesJolly’s. She went there in Febru- 
ary and lived there until the next July 
year. Idid not know she was gone for a 
month after she left. I saw my sister in 
May of 1577. She went to Jolly’s to get 
work. He said he wouid take her as one of 
the family. Jolly and his wife came to 
my house. They had two letters; one of the 
letters was from Henry Jones. 1 told Jolly 
it was strange Henry Jones knew my hus- 
band so well when my husband did not 
know him. Jolly said he told Henry Jones 
to write the letters. I told him 1 would go 
with himto Atlanta to see the Henry 
Jones who wrote the letters. He said he 
was not there as he had moyed. He turned 
pale and walked out, I went to Mor- 
gan county last Christmas to see my 
half sister. They “said Victoria had 
not been there. My sister wore No. 6 shoes. 
I know of the trunk. 
it. There were two locks on eacao of the 
trunks. I have seen the locks that were 
found in the burnt-heap. (Witness shown 
lock.) This looks like the lock. I have 
tried the key. The same key that fitted 
my trunk lock fitted that of my sister’s 
trunk. My sister had some jewelry—a 
breastpin and two rings. The pin was 
sent to me in a letter which came from 
Mississippi. I have not seen Jolly since his 
arrest until this morning. She had some 
black sleeve buttons, I think. I had a con- 
versation with Jolly about herleaving. He 
said they left before day, and had started to 
Atlanta. He said the horse got sick. She 
told him she had started and would 
o on if she had to walk. Jolly says 
e went back and put up the horse 
and then went nearly to Clarkston with 
her. She was to go on to Decatur and stop 
with Mr. H. C. Jones. Mr. Jones is not 
related to us, but he is the administrator of 
my father’s estate. : 

Cross-examined: It was two years before 
I went to Jolly’s house. It was about 
the 30th of August that I 
heard my i sister was not at 
Jolly’s. I tried the key in the lock at 
Clarkston. It wasa key that unlocked both 
trunks. It fit the lock that was found in 
the brush heap. 

J.T. Veal testified: My name is J. T. 
Veal. I am the husband of Mrs. L. A. Veal. 
Jolly married one of my sisters. 
Ww Weaver married another 
of them. I knew Victoria -Aorris. 
I saw her last in the spring of 1877. I had 
a conversation with Jolly conce e 
disappearance of Victuria Norris.

The people of 
Georgia have not, in the eye of the law, 
voted at all; simply because eleven very 
estimable gentlemen who had been se- 
lected to speak for the people of the state 
are to come up to the capital one week 
after the day of the law. The electors are 
not at fault, and Governor Colquitt did but 
follow the statute law of the state. The 
poor old code will have to shoulder the 
blame, unless some Of it falls on the par- 
ticular law-makers who originally pre- 
pared and adopted the objectionable 
statute. one 

The Schoois of Georgia. 

The report of Commissioner Orr, which 
has just been submitted tothe legislature, 
covers both 1879 and 1880, except that 
the tables for the latter year are not 
given because they cannot be, prepared 
until January. But there is enough in 
the report to show the great progress in 
this all-important matter since 1871. In 
that year the public schools were attend- 
ed by only 42,914 white, and 6,'164 colored 
pupils, a total of 49,576; in 1879 the at- 
tendance was 147,192 white and 79,435 
colored children, total 226,627. The gain 
in 1879 over the previous year was, 16,755. 
The work of 1879.was done at an expense 
to the people of $515,748, including the 
poll tax, one-half the rental of the State 
road, and other sources of revenue. The 
school population being 453,44, the en- 
roliment being 226,627 


7,and the average 
attendance 152,000, this appropriation 
amounts to 73 cents a head of the schoo] 
population, to $1.59 a head of the enroll- 
ment,,and to $2.39 of the average attend- 
ance—all small sums ina state that is 
now fairly forehanded. The amount 
available this year is about $546,273, or 
about 80 cents a head on the school pop- 
ulation. This sum is ridiculously small 
for the maintenance of a public school at 
least three months in the year in 
every militia district of the state—and 
yet Commissioner Orr has succeeded in 
attaining such a result. Schools have 
been placed at the rate Df eighty cents a 
head, within the reach of at least, 200,- 
000 children who could not otherwis?

By _ statistics of crime and 
illiteracy he proves that even a small 
property-tax would be in the last degree 
advisable. In this way he believes a 
school lagting five months in each year 
could be maintained in every militia dis- 
trict, without being in any sensea burden 
upon the people, but in every sense a 
blessing to the commonwealth. Georgia 
is certainly not too poor to educate her 
children. She certainly cannot afford 
to have during another genera- 
tion 80,000 illiterate voters. She can 
afford to provide, as the new constitu- 
tion directs, a thorough system of com.

A recent investigation shows that the 
$343,446,800 of registered United States 44 
and 4 percent bonds owned by individuals 
are geographically distributed very une- 
qually between the sections of the uniom 
The New England states own $61,507,300, 
$18,313,250 being held by females.. The 
middle states own $221,234,800, $42,373,- 
400 by females. The. south, thirteen 
states, own $11,846,650, $2,566,350 by fe- 
males. .The western states, including the 
ow states and the territories, own $48,- 
858,050, $9,419,850 by females. From the 
above it will be seen that the eastern 
states own 17 9-10 per cent of the bonds, 
the middle states 64 4-10 per cent, the 
western states 14 2-10 per cent, the south- 
ern states 3 5-10 percent. In the eastern 
states 70 per cent of the bonds are owned 
by the*males and 30 per cent by the fe- 
males. In the middle and eastermptates

A correspondent having written to Tur AT- 
LANTA CONSTITUTION, putting the inquiry: *‘ Do 
you belieye that Kelly sold out the democratic 
party in New York?’’ the answer was returned: 
‘* We do not know that he did; the writer doubts 
it very much.”’ 
For the information ef the editor of THE Con- 
STITUTION, who thus frankly confesses his doubts 
on a subject concerning which many varying as- 
sertions have been made, we will state concisely 
a few facts which will enable him to answer his 
correspondent intelligently and satisfactorily. 
It willbe remembered that the democratic 
state ticket of 1871 was defeated iu this state by 
some 19,000 majority. In that year Mr. Tilden 
urged the nomination of a certain ticket heaaed 
by Charles O’Connor for attorney general. The 
state convention gave no heed to his wishes, pre- 
ferring to consult the desire of the whole body of 
the democracy. 
The result was that Mr. Tilden handed around 
the stiletto and the ticket was defeated. 
Again, in 1877, Mr. Tilden desired the nomina- 
tion of certain candidates on the state ticket. 
Again the convention failed to yield to his selfish 
attempt to dictate to the party. A second time 
the stilletto flashed in ali parts of the state, 
though not with the fatal effect of 1871. The en- 
tire democratic ticket was chosen, but with a 
marked disparity in majorities. 
These two instances illustrate Mr. Tilden’s 
methods in politics. 
Tammany’s position in the canvass was that of 
a county committee. It relied, asit had aright 
to do, upon the managers of the assembly 
districts or subordinate organizations for the car- 
rying out of the details of the canvass. The re- 
sult showed that quite two-thirds of the districts 
more than met expectations. 
In the campaign just closed the great impedi- 
ment to complete success was wanc of time for 
thorough preparation. Four years ago our state 
convention was held in August, thus affording 
ample margin for political chess-playing aspirants 
for local positions, and for perfecting the organi- 
zations. This year the convention, at which the 
reunion of the party must necessarily be inaugu- 
rated, was postponed until the last days of Ssep- 
tember. 1 hus, the substantial work of the month 
was made to consume the precious days of Ccto- 
ber. Asa natural conseqnence, election day may 
— without the opportunity for thorough prepa- 
ration.

Now, it is well known that Tam- 
many hail and its leaders were abundantly satis- 
fied with the nomination of Hanceck. It is 
equally well known that Mr. Tilden was deeply 
Chagrined over his defeat at Cincinnati; that he 
chafed under his disappointment, and did not 
aang to express resentment over his prostrated 
uture. 
Herein are disclosed the motives which in- 
flueneed each e ement in the canvass. While 
Tammany set about to enhance the sttength 
of the nomination, and to illustrate by vigorous 
work its faith in its success, Mr. Tilden was will- 
ing to see the prophecy of his friends made good 
of the ae feng ticket. His 
method of 1871 and 1877 had been tried and proy- 


ed. 

The result shows that it was equally reliable in 
1880, when the silent stiletto did effeetive work in 
slavehtering Hancock! It is a matter of absolute 
mathematical certainty that in twelve counties of 
this state, controlled b den partisans, the 
cemocratic vote of 1 falls 22,000 behind the 
democratic vote of 1876.
